atcfterward from their Cenſure, ſeems to be a capital Overſight in 
Politics. For, what muſt the People think? The firſt grand 
Care of Government ſhould be to preſerve our Intereſts, our 
„ 'Treafure, and our Privileges; to lay the whole Weight of 
& the Authority committed to it, to the Support of parliamen- 
« tary Dignity, the Vindication of our Rights, and the Puniſh- 
c ment of public 'Abuſes, yet here is a Contelt where the Body 
4 of the People are on the one Side, and the G- t and the 
„ Delinquent on the other; a public Vote of Credit enormouſly 
66 abuſed, and the Abuſer moſt zealouſly ſheltered by the Arm 
„ of Power; can the national Intereſts be the ultimate Aim of 
. thoſe who interpoſe all their Might to prevent Redreſs of a 
4 national Injury? or can ſuch a Conduct tend to the Dignity 
5 '« of our Sovereign, whoſe paternal Care for his Subjects has 
__ © heen long exerted in the ſtricteſt Juſtice, and tendereſt Af- 
« fection? Here, indeed, we ſee the Policy of the Change of 
Oo eng = 0.

Thus moſt Perſons argued at the Time, and it was natural 
they ſhould, Why then was Room left for ſuch obvious Infe- 
rences? It at firſt ſeems odd, but, on taking the whole of the 
Meaſures purſued into Conſideration, the Wonder will ceaſe; 
for we ſhall then ſee that Popularity was, from the Beginning, 
2 good deal deſpaired of, and, conſequently, not made the 
_ Groundwork of the Plan; ſome warm and active Genius ſeems 
to have been the moving Spring; one, impatient of Delay, and 
too ardent for Fruition to brook a ſlow-paced Policy; and ſuch a 
one was really the fitteſt for ſo deſperate a Deſign; a precarious 
 Ad——n was to be made uſe of in haſte, ' and, at ſuch a valuable 
Criſis, Storm was infinitely preferable to dap; nothing; under 
4 Miracle, could ſooth the People, or allay their Apprehen- 
ſions; what then availed it to be nice in the Merits of the.Cauſe ? 
Was it not more prudent to beſtow that Time and Aſſiduity, 
which may be waſted for Ages, in Purſuit of the national Fa- 
vour, to the procuring of Auxiliaries, and putting their Staunch- 
naeſs and their Strength on this Trial, before a more important 
one was introduced? The firſt Point in View was Succeſs ;, that 
obtained, the Palate of the People might, in Time, be recon- 
ciled to what they muſt learn to bear. This Plan, we may obſerve, 
was purſued in every Step of this and the laſt Seſſion; Diſ- 
Euiſe appears to have been entirely laid aſide; an avowed Enmity 
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with the national [Intereſt - could admit of none; and it 
ſeemed unnevefary to thoſe whoſe ſanguine-Hopes pointed out a 
Probability of ſubduing us by Force. In Conſequence of this we 
find Matters carried through the Whole with. a very high Hand. 
Mr. N—— was, therefore, moſt zealouſly eſpouſed, and to 
as little Purpoſe, for his Advocates were as yet too weak to make 
any conſiderable Oppoſition; he was convicted and cenſured; 
but how merciful was the Cenſure] how expreſſive of Modera- 
tion, and a Diſpoſition to Unanimity4 I think it muſt ſtrike. 
every n who reflects on it for a Moment; a Set of Men, 
after a Series of Services, plunged fuddenly, undeſervedly, from 
the Smile of Power into every Di/grace which the Frown of ſuch 
an Ad——n could inflict; a Man ſupported, to their Faces, in 
an Abuſe of their Reſolutions, and an Embezlement of their 

Money; and hugged in the Boſom of Authority for no aſſign- 
able Reaſon, but his being the Subject of #heir Animadverſion, 
for the Injury done to them and the Nation; this Man moſt 
ſolemnly convicted; his Miſdemeanor ſo flagrant as to juſtify 
the ſevereſt Cenſure they could paſs; in their Power, at their 
Mercy, and the moſt defirable Opportunity that Reſentment could 


have deſired, for mortifying and expoſing the Proteclors, by the 


natural and unſtrained Puniſhment of the Minion. — Yet all 
Puniſhment, nay, indeed, all Cenſure, except what was ne- 
ceſſary to ſupport the Vote of Reſtitution, and that uncommonly 
ſoft in its Expreſſion, was omitted; ſurely every one who looks 
back at this Tranſaction, and conſiders the Particulars of it, 
will be ſurprized to find fo wiſe and diſpaſſionate a Behaviour, 
among Men fo. circumſtanced as the Majority of that Time; I 
own it aſtoniſnes me; for Men will generally be Men in their 
public as well as private Character, and we find but few In- 
ſtances on our Annals where a parliamentary Majority bave 
ſhewed much Clemency to inveterate Oppoſers ; ſuch an Occa- 
ſion has ever been a moſt tempting one, and here, which made 


it ſtill ore tempting, Reſentment, might have had its fulleſt Gra- | 


tification without*appearing to be concerned, or- incurring the 
| leaſt Degree of Cenſure. Yet certain it is, that, however it 
muſt have riſen againſt the Supporters, it had no Share in the 
Deciſion; not even this repetitional Stroke at public Welfare 
could provoke them to encreaſe the gathering Storm, even by a 
Step of the ſtricteſt Juſtice; Mr. N-——/Þs Conduct was conſi- 
. dered, in his Sentence, not as a Crime, but an Inadvertency; 
the Breach of Truſt they forbore to puniſh, and ordered only a 
: hey have ſince been blamed for this; it is thaught that, had 

they then cenſured him as they have ſince done, ſuch a ſpirited _ 
| Proceeding would have ftruck a Damp on the Hopes of certain

take upon me to determine; certain it is, they were ſometimes 
much miſtaken in their Manner of Dealing with their Adver- 


ſaries, and the Effects of their undeſigning and moderate Diſpo- 


ſition have been turned upon them in a more material Inſtance 


than this; but ſurely we, the People, muſt not only excuſe, but 


for ever reniember and applaud a Conduct which aroſe purely 
from a View to our Advantage; had they conſulted only their 


own private Gratification, they would have given looſe to a Re- 
ſentment which nobody could have condemned, they would have 


indulged the Call of Juſtice in its utmoſt Severity, and have re- 
pelled a lawleſs and formidable Attack with all the Force which 
our Conſtitution allows to their important Station; but THE 


PoBLrc was in their Hands, and in their Hearts ; the King- 
dom, they ſaw, was vitally attempted, and any violent Effort to 
diſengage it, might have endangered the whole; the Power, 
which gave Life to this Attempt, was in'its Nature but ſhort- 
lived; they hoped this might have been its laſt Opportunity, 
and the Project would die away of itſelf ; they dreaded, (and

AUSANIA §, who, in > As ot 
thoſe Times, is undoubicdly more impar- 
tial, and better informed than Diodorus or 
any other Hiſtorian, divides the Parties at Athens, 

for ſome Time before theſe Revolutions, into 

1 the natural and factitious Intereſts. Nici As, the 
Leader of the former, is deſcribed, by all Hands, 
as a Man of uncommon Character ; by Nature 
he was inclined more to the Enjoyment of private, 
than the Buſineſs of public, Life; he loved 
Agriculture and rural Improvement, and was 
5 never ſo happy as in the Artic Elegance of Re- 
tirement; but a Number of rare Qualities, which 

broke out in his early Life, denied him more 

than occaſional Taſtes of his favourite N 
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by calling on his Country, for its on Sake, to 
force him from the Shade, and place him in a 
Capacity of being as uſeful as he was good. His 
Demeanor here was allowed to exceed the moſt 
ſanguine Wiſhes; never was any Man ſo much 
the ſame in every Light; the Simplicity of Man- 
ners, which dignified him at his Farm, followed 
him into Station, and captivated all who came 
near him; the Honeſty of Heart, which made 
him the Delight of his Neighbours, gained him 
the Love and Confidence of the People. In a 
Variety of Stations and Circumſtances his Mind 
was ever, like his Eye, calm, clear, and reſolved. 
He faw through Things and Perſons with great 
Sagacity, quite free. from the Turbulence of 
Paſſion ; and, let the Storm - roar, or the Sun- 
ſhine ſmile, he always kept ſteady to the Point in 
View. Pauſanias ſums up the Character of this 
uncommon Stateſman in three Words; * He 

% was honeſt, prudent, and brave. 


| His early Zeal for the Maczpontan Govern- 
ment had procured him the entire Confidence of 
that Court, and his Popularity at home enabled 
him to ſerve it. Every new Governor depended 
on him for the public Buſineſs, and the People 
for the Preſervation of their Privileges. So hap- 
pily, indeed, did he conduct, that all were 
pleaſed; ATaens ſtood ſecure and unmoleſted 
im her Liberty, and her Arts improved and flou- 
riſhed, withont- the leaſt Infringement on that 
Reſpect, which, as a dependant Kingdom, ihe 
%%% dupe. ..... 
lt may be eaſily imagined, that every honeſt 
and independant Perſon reſorted to an Aſſociation 
| conducted on ſuch Principles, by ſuch a Man; 
and the Union was neceſſarily ſtrong, EO

aroſe from every Motive of private and public 
Welfare. On the other Hand, the Powers of 
DEMADES were entirely artificial; his Character 
(which I have already deſcribed, as confirmed by 
all the Hiſtorians of thoſe Times) baniſhed all 
Eſteem and Confidence, and his Influence was, 
conſequently, ever looſe and fluctuating; the Ce- 
ment which held his Followers was, from its 
Nature, liable to change from external Accidents, 
whilſt the Virtue of Nictas and his Cauſe was, 
| like the Power of the Magnet, intrinſic, ſtrong, 
and invariable. He gained daily Additions of the 
People's Affection; his private Character inſured 
his public one, and his common Pemeanor ſpoke 
plainly the Worth of both: And yet, great as his 
Reputation was, Fate had ſtill in Reſerve an Oc- 

el giving it a finiſning Degree of Luſtre. 


While Things were in this Situation, a third 
Perſon made his - Appearance at Athens, born, 
like a Meteor, to blaze and terrify for a while, 
and then expire in a Smoke. This was PHocyon, 
ſirnamed P DERASTES, a Creature of the Fa- 
mily of Nic AxokR, who had firſt brought him 
into Notice, under the Diſadvantages of low 


Birth, deſperate Fortune, and Want of all 
7 Abilities, ' except Cunning and Addreſs. By 
9 their Means, and the Aid of his Brother Au- 
A LETES, who was in Favour with the Macedonian 
it Miniſter, he roſe rapidly to the higheſt Offices 
3 of the Athentan State: But neither theſe, nor the 


immenſe Revenues which came with them, were 
Food ſufficient for his Ambition, which graſped 
at all, and formed the wild Project of ruling, at 
Diſcretion, the Affairs of that Kingdom. His 
Manners were effeminate and luxurious, and, 
being of the looſe Sect of Epicureans, he poſſeſſed

Something ſimilar to this Scheme 
broke out, at the ſame Inſtant, in all the more

was thought to proceed from 'AvLETEs, en- 
couraged, as far as, Attica. was conęerned, by 
the ſanguine Encouragements of Procyon, the

the ſame Hiftorian has omitted to E us. "AE 


Dem ADES and Pnecron were now at the 
Summit of their Hopes; all Power, and its 
Variety of Advantages, was theirs; they judged 
of Athenian Virtue by their own, and were fo 
ſecure of Conqueſt, that tliey encouraged the Pro- 
pagation of Tenets, which Ar ric had never 


heard of ſince the Race of Tyrants was extinct. 


Each was, probably, by this Time, contciving 

how to riſe upon the Ruins of the other, when, 
in fact, the common Enemy remained too ſtrong 
for them both. The People were convened, 


and ſoon ſaw the Plan of Proceeding, from 


Nic anor's Repetition of the new-invented Claim 
againſt their Treaſure. Lys1Macaus's Affair 
was then canvaſſed; it appeared that he had

No Won- 


der then, that, from ſuch a Variety of Cauſes, 


the Community has been worked up to a Degree 


ol Reſentment, though totally groundleſs, and 
contrary to the firſt Principles of Gratitude and 


Humanity. But theſe Qualities are too deeply 
rooted in the Hearts of our Countrymen to be 
torn np by ſuch weak Efforts: Reaſon and Con- 
viction muſt lend their Hand; for certain Bene- 
fits can never be cancelled, in honeſt Minds, by 


uncertain Rumour, or wild Miſrepreſentation. 


Fon this ſhort and genuine View of Things, 
it will be no hard Matter to account for the Im- 


poſſibility of conferring on Pentbeus that Succeſſion 
which the Wiſhes of the People had ſo long de- 
ſigned him. If NI1ICTAS was deficient in his own 


private Powers; much leſs had he to transfer to 
the other: Friendſhip is not aſſignable. If per-

But no Engagement 
can be pleaded againſt Neceſſity, nor any Breach 
of it be charged where there was an apparent 
Inability to perform: And, in political Matters 
above all others, where Contingeneies are ſo 
various, and Revolutions ſo ſurprizing, Diſap- 
pointment ſhould not be permitted to reſtrain us 
from thoſe Allowances which the Nature of ſuch 
Tranſactions demands. A full Demonſtration of 
an Intention to perform one's Part, is all that 
can, in Juſtice, be required: Such a one ap- 
peared on this Occaſion; for it was made the firſt 
grand Point of Stipulation, that no Advantage 
ſhould be taken by either of the Candidates, but 
that they ſnould be informed of the Event at the 
ſame Inſtant, and ſtart together. This Fact the 
higheſt Authority confirms, and it ſeems to be 
ſuch a Proof of a fair Diſpoſition, as nothing 
ſtronger can be required. Indeed, it was but fair 
to give the Gentleman, who hoped to ſucceed, 
the fulleſt Satisfaction of the Impoſſibility of gra- 
tifying theſe Hopes; and he had it to Conviction:
